TRADE 


Has Improved Somewhat Because of 


the Better Crop Prospects, Says 


Dun's Review. 


New York, Aug. 27.—Trade has im- 


proved somewhat, chiefly because of 
better crop prospects and the fact 
that last week's variations in prices 
of steel products failed to demoralize 
that industry. The industrial atmos- 
phere is still disturbed by labor con- 
troversies, however, and it will be im- 
possible to fully restore national pros- 
perity until the proportion of volun- 
tarily employed wage-earners Is great- 
ly reduced. 
Dispatches from leading 


cities indicate irregular conditions, 
but there is increasing confidence in 
the future. New business is reported 
in steel rails for both domestic and 
foreign account. Structural steel feels 
the effect of labor controversies in the 
building trades, but there is encour- 
agement in large purchases for rail- 
way bridges and elevated roads. The 
pig iron outlook has been brightened 
by the restoration of several blast fur- 
naces to the active list, and southern 
producers have been compelled to pur- 
chase large quantities of coke on ac- 
count of the bituminous coal strike, 
which has proved more stubborn than 
expected.
